was born on March 24. 1810, at Brat* 
ton, Clovelly. Devonshire, England." 

This is the sentence which in- 
troduces the poems which Whitman 
and other poets of his ilk and 
plagiarized, poems whici in the 
words of a famous American critic 
have all the rush movement, and 
roar of the Niagara Biver.

As an example of this style we 
have: 

"Up, up with your flag, let it wave 
where it will: 

A natural born poet his mind can't 
keep still; 

His talents received are so clear 
and so bright. 

He can sit still and compose from 
morning till night. 

Not one in ten thousand can com- 
pose; 

All those. that can should be on a 

good cause. 
Come out bodly in a straighUor* 

ward way, 
Never lead a brother astray. 
« <> 

Would that our modern day poets 
were . like Gay, composing onlj- 
when inspired by otherworldly 
powers, and if they should possess 
the talent! 

Gay's talents were not one, but 
manifold, for he could versify In 
the most pure lyric style, as the 
touching beauty of the operuig 
lines of his "Ode on a Tapestry Snid 
to Have Been Worked by Mary, 
Queen of Scots ' show: 

••Q Mary, Mary, Queen of Scot, 

Your needlework is not forgot; 

Three hundred years have passed, 
they say, 

Your beautiful piece of tapestry 
is still in the hands of Mrs. Thomas 
Dunn of Nassagaway." 

The profundity of his thought is 
at times amazing, also. In "A Few 
Bemarks on Samson," a poem in 
prose form, the following occurs: 

"Infidels say this is all a farce, 
Samson never killed his enemies 
with the jaw-bone of an ass. All

Accepts Plaque 
Immortalizmg 
7th Battery 

Principal James 
RecaUs McGiU 
Contribution 



A memorial plaque comme- 
morating the sen'ices of tiie 7lh 
Canadian Siege Battery during 
the first World War was accept- 
ed "oh behalf of the Board of 
Governors and Senate" of Mc- 
GiU University by Principal 
James at a short ceremony at 
the Sir Arthur Curric Memorial 
Gymna«ium-.\rmorj' Saturday 
afternoon. Mr. Douglas Abbott, 
AI.P., K.C., an executive mem- 
ber of tlic 7th Canadian Siege 
Batter>' Association, made the 
presentation in the absence of 
the Honorable A. K. Hugcsson, 
the president. 

In accepting the memorial, Dr. 
James recalled the magnificent 
contribution made by McGiU men 
in the last war, many of whom 
were members of the 7th Canadian 
Siege Battery. The devotion to 
their country which inspired the 
troops of this and other units of the 
armed forces will remind the près 
cnt and future generations of 
McGill students "of the responsi- 
bilities of University men and in* 
spire them to equal effort," Dr. 
James stated. 

In thanking the Association for 
its interest in the University, the 
Principal said that ''within the next 
few weeks the plaque will be per- 
manently placed upon the walls of 
this building, together with other 
trophies and memorials so that it 
may become an enduring part of 
the fabric that enshrines the life of 
McGill. University." 

In his presentation remark;, Mr. 
Abbot stated that It was the desire 
of the Association to do something 
for the University since many of 
Its ranks were recruited at McGill 
in the Spring of 1916. The Battery's 
second-in-command was Cyrus Mac- 
miUan, now Dean of the Faculty of 
Arts and Science, while W, D. Tait, 
now chairman of the Department of 
Psychology, was the first major. 

After preliminary training in 
Canada, the Battery proceeded to 
England in September, 1916. and 
went to France in March, 1917, short- 
ly before the Battle of Vimy Bidge, 
It took part in all the principal en- 
gagements of thai year and the 
summer battles around Arras and

Toronto, February 19. — (CUP) — 
The University of Toronto's synj- 
phony orchestra is now in the last 
throes of practising for its coming 
annual concert, for which it will 
offer a full and varied elassical pro- 
gram. 

The guest artist of the evening 
will be Robert Graham, a young 
Toronto virtuoso of growing fame, 
who was a*student at the University 
of Toronto Schools when he began 
his musical career a few years ago. 
Hé will play the Mozart Concerto 
for Violin and Orchestra (No. 1). 
.\nother feature of the concert will 
be seen when associate conductor 
Hanus Gruber takes over the baton 
from Mr. John ; Beymes-King and 
conducts the orchestra for one num- 
ber. 

Varsity's symphony orchestra was 
for several years practically' non- 



existent until revived by Victor 
Feldbrill, who put a great deal of 
hard pioneer work into its re-estab- 
lishment. This year, John Bcymes- 
Kinc pffcrcd his services as direc- 
tor, and has l>een carrying on the 
work. Hanus Gruber, asiocialc con- 
ductor, who is a student in I Honor 
Music, pointed out that Mr. Reymes- 
King has been striving to teach the 
students how to interpret the music, 
emphasizing substance as well as 
technique. 

"He's very cheerful," said Gruber, 
"and has a wealth of knowledge, 
musical and otherwise. . . . And 
above all, he is anxious to tcacn the 
members of the orehestra the real 
meaning of music."

Woods Addresses 
Ânniial Meeting 
Of I.VXJ. 

Recognition of Christ 
And Belief in Faith 
Are Topic of Speech 

Mr. Staccy Woods, speaking, Sat- 
urday afternoon to the annual con- 
fence of the Inter-Varslty- Christian 
Fellowship, said that the essential 
belief of a Chrlstiaan faith is the 
recognitibn of Jetus- Christ as the 
Son of God. "It was when His dis- 
ciples realized this, that He was 
able to teach them His true mis- 
sion in the world. If Jesus is only 
a man, albeit the best of men, He 
can only point the way. He cannot 
lift and be a saviour. But If Christ 
is truly the Son of God, God mani- 
fest in the fiesh. then we may truly 
expect Him to have power over the 
world. This belief in the deity of 
Christ can only come as inspired 
by the Holy Spirit." 

Mr. Woods then went on to say 
that Christianity is not a philosophy. 
"It is a relationship to the person 
of Lord Jesus Christ ' This rela- 
tionship must have considerable 
significance in the lives of those 
who experience .it." He cited the 
lives of early Christians who placed 
the will of God first, and then 
secular occupations . second. ' This, 
he declared, is what, everyone who

'Johnny Canuck 
Is Not a Mere Boy, 
But Grown Man' 



"Johnny Canuck is no longer a 
mere boy, he has grown up and is 
now wearing long pants. In the last 
four years, he has won the privilege 
to sit in on the discussions. No long- 
er should he stay at the door and, 
after the conference is over, be ex- 
plained the slVuation ',and told of 
the decision. Now is the time for 
him to assert the right, which he 
has 'won under the pressure of 
heavy war-time demands." These 
are the words spoken by Andy 
O'Brien at the regular Sunday 
morning meeting of the Newman 
Club at the Sacred Heart Convent 
Andy O'Brien of the Standard has 
just returned from overseas where 
he spent the last five months as à 
war correspondent with the bomb- 
er command. 

All of his points drove to prove 
that Canada has now attained a 
position where and when she should 
be asked by the other big powers 
to attend all the conferences of im- 
portance like that at Teheran. 
"Canada has advanced 25 years since 
1939, as far as production is con- 
cerned. You will find Canadians 
cnywhcre from the Aleutians to 
Alaska, down the Pacific across 
Canada. We control and patrol 
Newfoundland. Our planes take off 
from Iceland. We are represented 
in Italy, North Africa. Persia, down 
the Persian Gulf to India. Now is 
the time. Canada is no longer a 
secondary power." Perhaps a new 
version of the oft quoted line would 
find a place here: ';You are a man, 
my son" 

Aside from his main point, Andy 
O'Brien answered the six questions 
most often asked him since his re- 
turn from England. In answer to

Agnes Smedley, war correspon- 
dent, relief worker, and author of 
the recent "Battle Hymn of China", 
will address the People's Forum 
this evening at 8:15 in the Mont- 
real High School auditorium. 

A major part of her life has been 
spent in China, where she arrived 
in 1028 to devote twelye.yeara to 
aiding that country's countless un- 
derprivileged; her earlier, autobio- 
graphical book, "Daughter of 
Earth", was mainly devoted to a 
detailed account of the social revo- 
lution which marked that period 
in Chinese history. "Battle Hymn 
of China" Is to some extent a sequel 
to that earlier work. 

Miss Smedley's life and philoso- 
phy are discussed in a review of her 
new publication by Lt.-Col. Evans 
Fordyce Carlson, U.S.M.C., veteran 
of many years of service In the 
Orient and himself the author of 
.'.'Twin Stars of - China" and. other 
books...>^,^Beeause . of ' addicition to 
sugar-coated literature," writes Col.

wings, has three pairs of tall flat 
columns, surmounted by powerful 
Indirectly-shining lights. Paired 
doors at the back-corners of the 
stage lead directly to the dressing- 
rooms.)

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Exhibition 

Beginning today, an exliibition entitled 
"Occupied Europe Fights On," will be on 
display in the McGill Union Ballroom. The 
exhibit was arranged by the Cosmopolitan 
and Student Labor Clubs, from photos and 
posters provided by the embassies and 
legations of the governments in exile. It 
deals mainly with the customs of the 
Poles, Norwegians, Greeks, French etc., 
and with their service to the cause of , the 
Allied nations both in the undcrgroutid; in 
the armed forces of their exiled govern- 
ments, and in the merchant marine. 

A careful study of the exhibit leaves 
one with the definite impression that he is 
the subject of intense propaganda; but it 
is the propaganda of our Allies and it indi- 
cates that there is a great deal of work to 
be done. When the British Empire took up 
the fight aguinsb Axis aggression, it was 
her intention to free all the small European 
countries who had fallen victim of the 
blitzkrcig, and those which were yet to 
fall. They were also to be restored to their 
rightful places in the European economy. 
This is still her intention, and thai of the 
United Nations, although circumstances 
may cause slight variations in the plan. 

When wo look at the number which 
have been freed to date, however, we find 
Uiat only Abyssinia has been restored to 
her rightful government. The rest of 
Europe is still in slavery, and if we are to 
fulfill our committments to our Allies and 
our duty to the cause of freedom, we must 
refrain from wishful thinking. Wo must 
disregard the possibility of an early col- 
lapse on the German home front. We must 
redouble our efforts to bring the war to au 
early end, for the sake of our men in the 
armed forces and for the sake of those un- 
fortunates who .are^bèing starved and tor- 
tured into suliintssion by the Huns. 

This is not, however, an appeal for the 
"next Victory Loan. It is a reminder that 
our mental attitude toward the- prosecution 
of the war must not waver. It is a reminder 
that we must continue to support the work 
of war charities, the Red Cross; that we 
must pursue our studies with unabated 
yigor, so that in time wo will be fully 
capable of aiding in finishing the war and 
in planning for a better future than was 
our inheritance. This is the responsibility 
of every ono of us, and if we shirk it we 
are traitors to the cause 'of humanity." 

We must remember that in a democra- 
tic nation, the conduct of the nation is a 
reflection of the thoughts of the people. 
For this reason, the attitude of every citi- 
zen toward the prosecution of the war; or 
in tinies of peace, toward the economic 
end social, the' national and international 
plans of tho government; is of vital im- 
portance. The actions of the government 
are bub a reflection of» the will of the 
people. If tho people are apathetic, the 
govemnient will not be slow to reflect this 
apathy. 

Now, with victory in Italy in the offing, 
ith^the^ Gcrmans on the run in Russia and 
l^Snd with American forces in the 
J Pacific striking at tho major Japanese- 
held basés . . . now is the time to rcdcdicate 
■^ourselves to the cause of the United Na- 
i/i. lions. The work of any one of .us, wheu 
multiplied twelve million times, can be a 
contribution which will help bring the .final 
surrender of our enemies from the. future 
to tho present. 



The Daily Meets: 

Sgt. Sidney Kingsley 

Author of "Dead End "and "The World We Make 
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Discusses Jefferson and "The Patriots

Sergeant Sidney Kingfley received The 
Dally In a blue-green mottled bathrobe, a 
costume which circumstances made not in 
the least surprlsinj. It was six-thirty o( a 
mid-week September evening, and Sgt. 
Kingsley .having just left a full day's duty 
with the U.S. Army at Governor's Island,' 
was Involved In brief freshening-up before 
an evening at the Playwrights' Company of 
casting for road companies of his latest 
play, "The Patriots." 

Since the brilliant success of "The 
Patriots," Sgt. Kingsley has gained a not 
undeserved reputation as an authority on 
Thomas Jefferson, with whose life the play 
deals. This reporter evinced an enquiring 
interest In the motive and background of 
this re-synthesis of history; and the Ser- 
geant, looking moreJike a recent college 
graduate than a thirtyish veteran of several 
stage successes and a 1933 Pulitzer Prize, 
found ready conversation in the topic. 

"'The î'aUlots'," he said, "is a play 
about democracy exemplified in the life of 
a man— Thomas Jefferson." There had been 
many previous attempts to base a play on 
the life and thoughts of Uiis 'Idealistic 
political genius whose Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and less-known documents shap- 
ed and directed the entire history of suc- 
ceeding generations of Americans. Each in 
succession was abandoned— Jefferson's life 
held no drama, no action, was the com- 
plaint. It was only by deep, painstaking re- 
search that Sidney Kingsley finally pene- 
trated to the vibrant, compelling reality of 
the man, and recreated that reality on -the 
stage. 

Poring endlessly over Jefferson's vast 
writings and bibliography, Sgt. Kingsley 
was at first amazed by the meticulous, fine- 
ly detailed record which posterity has 
neglected and forgotten. For the most part, 
Jefferson's life proved as drab and un- 
dramatic as playwrights had come to be- 
lieve; yet in his very rare references to his 
wife, SgL Kingsley happened on a rift in 
the clouds of obscurity, and foutid not only 
a moving and highly dramatic story but 
an Insight into Jefferson's inmost character 
as well, 

"Thomas Jefferson was a very sensIUve^i^may well prove well worth readlnfti^; 



man," said the Sergeant, "a man who was 
touched deeply— even to the point of 
neurosis— by things that ho concealed al- 
most completely from the world." Jelfer- 
son's personal story— the story on which 
much of "The Patriots" Is fauilt-is the 
story of his marriage to Martha Wayles 
Skelton, entered upon on January 1, 1772, 
and terminated by her death ten years 
later. Shortly before she died, he "resigned 
from public office In order to nurse her, 
blaming the neglect arising out of his pre- 
occupation ^vith affairs of state for her 
wasting illness. Then, counting himself 
guilty of her death by that neglect, he 
achieved a fit of temporary Insanity, de- 
stroying all his correspondence with her 
and avoiding public life for months after- 
wards. In more than forty subsequent 
years of service to bis country, he never 
brought himself t^ many again. 
. "So you see," said Sgt. Kingsley, "I had 
to be not only a playwright, but a detective 
and psychoanalyst as well. And It's surpris- 
ing how little people know— even scholars 
and historians— about the real life of 
Thomas Jefferson. Any. number of people 
have written to me and argued with mc 
that certain things that Jefferson or Ham- 
ilton or Aaron Burr say in "Tho PaUrlots" 
are purely imaginary and quite contrary to 
the characters of the men themselves. But 
except for a fow small scenes I had to 
create or rearrange for the sake uf the play 
(and they never complain about those), all 
those speeches are taken dIrecUy, often 
word for word, from the letters and 
speeches of Jefferson, Hamilton, and the 
others. And some of these people still re- 
fuse to be convinced." 

"Really, the story of Thomas Jefferson 
Is the story of the development of an ex- 
periment; and today, we call that expert, 
ment Democracy." 

Thus Sidney Kingsley, whose "Men In 
White" was a Pulitzer Prize-winner in 1933. 
and whose "Dead End" has made him dir- 
ectly responsible for more legislation for 
social improvement than any playwright 
before or since, took a venture into history, 
and paused to write a line or two of his 
own. In time to come, the words be wroto

Music Notes 



On Friday evening at the University of 
Montreal, the Société Artistique, with the col- 
laboration of Mr. Pierre Bcique of Les Con- 
certs Symphonlques, presented a recital by the 
Chilean pianist Claudio Arrau as the second of 
four concerts in their student subscription 
series. Though the concert began just three 
hours after the Tramways strike had been de- 
clared, a large majority of subscribers and 
guests managed to make thefar way to the top 
of Morthmount Avenue, and the well-filled hall 
proved very appreciative of Mr. Arrau's ex- 
cellent playing. 

The program was divided into three groups, 
which might have been subtitled Classical, Ro- 
mantic, and Impressionist. It was obvious that 
Mr. Arrau was most at home in the last' of 
these three, and least so in the first; yet he 
ployed well and confidently throughout. His 
mistake was, perhaps, in thinking that tech- 
nical requirements can be subordinated to 
tonal effect In Beethoven as they can in De- 
bussy. Certainly it was clear that his mastery 
of the moodjs and rhythms of contemporary 
and recent inwlcal series Is well in advance ot 
any conMmïian'cV^neéessarily ascetic— with 
classical doctrinal thought. 

The Beethoven Rondo in C major (Opus 51 
No, 2), which opened the evening, had momjents 
of very fine playtag Interspersed with moments 
of mild unevenness and moments of Chopin- 
esque abandon, all of which added up to some- 
thing a little less than perfect, Mr. Arrau's 
touch was never exceedingly light, yet It was 
capable of gentleness and even sensitive 
delicacy when required; his Beethoven techni- 
que, however, was not all that could have been 
desired, and perhaps not the best of which he 
may be capable. 

The Brahms Variations and Fugue on a 
theme by Handel, which completed the open- 
ing group, though perhaps over-long for maxi- 
mum effect, were intelligently and Indeed ex- 
cellently done. Mr. Arrau's approach revealed 
a full understanding of the individual entity of 
each variation, at the same time giving full 
regard to their common relationship to the 
stated theme. Changing his moods with ex- 
treme deftness, he gave. the music -accurate 
and well-styled punctuation, making the Fugue 
especially a very expressive musical statement 
Yet it was not fine-grained pletoriallsm in the 
sharpness of its small details; and the overall 
effect was hampered by the several false 
climaxes and potential endings, each of which 
Mr. Arrau treated to a blaze of powerful glory. 

Chopin and Liszt put Mr. Arrau In a rather 
better light; the former perhaps a little heavy, 
and done with feeling which sometimes depart- 
ed from understanding, but the latter bringing 
out more polished brilliance and descriptive 
ability than the pianist had previously shown. 
The "Mephisto Waltz" was particularly effec- 
.tlve, •vvlth considerable delicacy in Its later 
parts and a properly impressive finish. 

It was in Debussy, however, that Mr. Arrau 
reached his peak. This was truly great playing, 
carrying a margin of Interpretative genius sup- 
erimposed on complete large-and-small-scale 
understanding. "Pagodas" and especially "Feux 
d'Artifice" were done with magnificent artistry, 
with coloring, runs, and staccato comments 
moulded Jnlo ,well-phrased if unorthodox ex- 
pression. And "The (ïolUwog's Cakewalk" (last 
of the encores) was puckisbly clever and de- 
,llfihUul

Ravel's "Jeux d'Eau" invited obvious com- 
parisons with the Liszt "Jeux d'Eau" ot the 
preceding group. The two streams differ some- 
what in mood, tempi, tides, and course; and 
certainly in the playing, Ravel's proved a 
rather more interesting picture, making the 
earlier work seem almost faded, in contrast. 
Here Mr. Arrau showed a suppleness of style 
and technique which Had often been wanting 
In the earlier part ot the evening. The printed 
program closed with two movements from 
Grandes' "Goyescas," played as If the composèr 
were a personal friend of whom the pianist's 
understanding was not merely musical. "The 
Girl and the Nightingale" was especially 
beautiful, and perhaps remarkable in that the 
same runs and trills which had beèn soft and 
inconsistent before were now fjrni, crisp, and 
fragile. Mr. Arrau, In his own school of musical 
thought. Is a very fine pianist indeed.

The riots were initiated in Fyzii- 
bad, and spread' from there to Port 
of Spain and throughout Trinidad 
until there was a general feeling 
ot unrest in that country. It was 
finally settled by promises tor beU 
-ter wages, and 'the railroads and 
' oil wells soon established better 
conditions for their employees. The 
whole was followed by a general 
"laying ott" period, and peace was 
established. 

. Clive Gonsalvcs was born in 
Trinidad, of British and Portuguese 
ancestry, and except for a tour of 
Europe in 1939, he remained in that 
country until his entrance to Mc 

. Gill six months ago to study medi- 
cine. While in Trinidad he served 
in the Trinidad Militia in the. early 
days of the war, but came to Me- 
Gill because of the urgent necessity 
for doctors in the West Indies. 

A firm believer in the doctrine 
that Trinidad should go back to the 
land instead ot imp6rtlng its food, 
Clive intends to return to his native

•The story of China which Miss 
Smedley presents Is not the story 
one sees in the public , press or In 
magazine articles or In propaganda 
literature. It is the story' of the 
real China, the China composed ot 
more than four hundred millions of 
human beings who hope some day 
to govern themselves and ^ who 
strive mightily to evolve a pattern 
of life which will Improve their 
economic well-being. Simultaneous- 
ly with the resistance against Japan, 
a great social revolution has been 
going on within China. One learns 
ot such things only by living and 
moving with the people, sharing 
their hardships, their hopes and 
their fears. This Agnes Smedley 
did for many years. 

"Nothing drove her to supreme 
helghu of fury so much as the ex- 
ploitation ot human beings. She 
would tight with reckless courdgc 
for the principles she considered 
right, and yet so tender was her 
heart that she would work for days 
without sleep administering to the 
needs of the wounded and the dis- 
eased under conditions which would 
have revolted the average Amer- 
ican. 

"She arrived in China In 1928, 
when two factions of the Kuomln- 
tang were engaged in bitter strug- 
gle. She hated the aloofness ot the 
patricians who lived luxuriously in 
Pelping and the port cities; when 
they told her there were no classes 
In China she shouted at them to 
prove ft by pulling their ricksha 
coolies home. She saw the terror 
in Shanghai; she shared, Indeed, the 
lives of hunted men. She was her- 
self subjected to harassing house 
arrest. 

"She wanted China to fight Japan 
when China's leaders werc'still hesi- 
tant. She tâlked loo much for her 
own comfort. She met guerrillas 
and Red Army commanders, and 
their often melodramatic stories dot 
the pages ot her book. 

"She was In Sian when Chiang 
Kai-shek was kidnapped; her room 
was looted and she herself was al- 
most killed in the disturbance. 
There she had her first contact with 
the mass of the Red Army. She 
liked tha^e impassioned ragged war- 
riors; most ot the next five years ot 
her life was devoted to tending their 
sick, sharing their hunger, to living, 
as no other foreign woman did, their 
battling way of life. 

"This book constitutes an import- 
ant contribution to the material on 
current Chinese history. In it the 
blood and sweat and- tears of the 
author merge with those of the peo- 
ple of whom she writes. We who 
read are her debtors, and theirs, for 
from the realism and courage and 
invincible determination portrayed 
here mirrored the reader draws 
fresh hope for the future of civiliz- 
ation." '

Emphasizing the recent history 
of her subject,. Miss Vaughan said 
that the 1020's 'marked a great ad- 
vance in Negro-American culture. 
During this period, a new school, 
led by Langston Hughes, attempted 
to capture the "folk-soul" of their 
people, their naive point of view, 
and their racial idiom. 

Following this new school, an- 
other group of younger poets arose, 
among whom were Jean Toomer, 
Claud McKay, Countce Cullcn, and 
Sterling Brown. The theme of their 
writings was social reform, in the 
belief that here lay salvation, not 
only for the Negro, but for the 
masses of the world. 

In conclusion, Lucille Vaughan 
gave it as her opinion that "the 
world, because of the Negro's great 
promise and rich heritage, will lis- 
ten with reverence to the outbursts 
of the ebony muse." 



Focus Presents Styles ol Design 
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answer, ^he gave an account of the 
preparations involved In the em- 
barkation of one division. For in- 
vasion he drove the point home that 
a Second Front, requires much more 
planning than anyone could ever 
imagine. "The generals In charge 
of the forces know what strategy 
to. use and do not need any lessons 
from the armchair generals," he 
said. 

The last question is a very im- 
portant issue. "Do you know the 
truth over here— or arc the corre- 
spondents inuzzled?" Andy O'Brien 
said that wc are told the truth 
about the important phases of the 
war, but many small things, incon- 
sequential to us but perhaps of use 
to the enemy, are kept from us. "A 
short while ago after a raid over 
Berlin, the German radio announc- 
ed that 30 English planes had been 
shot down. But the actual number 
was 41, and we said so. As you sec, 
you are given as much information 
as possible, and truth is not kept 
from you. ' 

But the talk reached i\s climax 
when he said that Canada was no 
more to be Ignored. "Canadians 
have done too much to be pushed 
aside and be expected to take it," 
He cmhpaslzed the fact that: "Now 
is the time for Canada to stand on 
its feet. Later may be too late" 

Andy O'Brien conUrlbuted to the 
audience's better understanding of 
conditions "over there." But his 
opinions on Canadian dffairs will 
perhaps Influence many of his Us- 
teners whose belief has been 
strengthened. His words will re- 
main with the Newmanites for a 
very long time."

In October it moved to the 
Ypres salient for three months, took 
part In the Passchaendale campaign 
In the following spring, and then 
was stationed in the Lens area. 
From there it (ook part in the ad- 
vance Into Belgium. 

At the time of the Armistice the 
Battery was stationed near Mons. It 
returned to Canada in the spring 
of 1919. 

The memorial plaque was de 
signed by Mr. Harold Little who 
was the Battery sergeant-major In 
the last war, while the Reverend 
Elton Scott, Professor of Divinity 
,at Bishop's University, who was 
also a member of the Battery in 
France, directed the religious ser- 
vice.

as the son ot Alexander Lednicki. 
Alexander Lednicki was one of the 
most prominent lawyers In Russia 
within the years 1900-1017. was 
Deputy to the First Russian Duma, 
in which he was chairman ot the 
AutonomlsU' and FcderalisU' Club 
embracing all national minorities 
of the Russian Empire; in 1918 he 
was appointed first diplomatic re- 
presentative of Poland -In Moscow. 

Waclaw Lcdiilckl graduated In 
Moscow in 1910, where he prepared 
for the professorship. During these 
years he published a number of 
articles and papers on the foreign' 
policy of the Soviets and on the 
political situation in the Near and 
Far East in 1922 he obtained the 
doctor'a^ degree from the Philo- 
sophical faculty ot the Jagellonian 
University. In 1026, he was ap- 
pointed Charge de Cours, and later, 
Professor ot Slavonic Languages 
and Literatures at the University 
of Brussels, his lectures -embracing 
Polish and Russslan Literature.
